...  A  Girl 
a  Mission 


Instead  of  lounging  on  a  beach  or 
hanging  around  Montrose,  Hope 
David  chose  to  do  something  a  little 
different  last  summer — she  spent  it 
in  an  African  village. 

Hope  stayed  six  weeks  (from  July 
4  to  August  16)  in  Mbioto,  Nigeria. 
She  worked  as  a  missionary,  hold- 
ing church  services  for  the  natives, 
through  the  Mission  Outreach 
Incorporation,  a  non-profit,  non-de- 
nominational organization. 

She  also  engaged  in  a  little  man- 
ual labor  as  well,  helping  to  repair 
the  roof  of  an  adobe  brick  church 
and  digging  a  well.  But  most  of 
Hope's  time  was  spent  teaching  Bi- 
ble school  to  the  children. 

"It  is  really  a  lot  different  there," 
Hope  said.  "As  payment  for  teach- 
ing Bible  school,  I  received  chick- 
ens, dry,  arrowroot  crackers  and 
minerals  (soda  pop]." 

While  in  Africa,  Hope  ate  only 
the  dried  and  canned  meat  brought 
from  the  States  or  chicken.  "You 
would  not  want  to  eat  the  meat 
there,"  she  explained.  "Most  of  it  is 
infested  with  tapeworm  or  other 
parasites.  Besides,  their  meat  is 
anything  from  dogs  to  mules." 

Hope  says  she  enjoyed  her  work 
as  a  missionary  and  would  someday 
like  to  return  to  either  Nigeria  or 
another  countr\-.

Most  people  don't  know  the  work 
wrestling  cheerleaders  put  in  during 
their  season.

"A  Year  of  Change" 


The  1984-85  school  year  started 
out  with  leaking  roofs  and  the  hot 
sun  radiating  into  classrooms.  By 
the  middle  of  the  year,  however,  all 
leaks  had  been  patched  and  the 
classrooms  were  patched  up. 

There  were  two  main  phases  to 
the  remodeling.  Extensive  roof  re- 
pair was  done  to  stop  the  leaks  and 
insulation  was  added  to  help  keep 
the  warm  air  in  the  building  where 
it  belonged.  It  was  not  uncommon 
to  hear  loud  hammering  drown  out 
a  frustrated  teacher  who  was  trying 
to  lecture.  The  pounding  was  not 
only  noisy,  but  rather  seemed 
downright  scary  sometimes  as  the 
force  of  some  overhead  blows 
would  knock  ceiling  lights  loose 
from  their  hinges  and  they  would 
come  swinging  down  in  disturbing 
fashion.  Water  and  some  other, 
weird,  gooey  substances  frequently 
dripped  from  above  while  shouting 
men  clomped  around  or  rode  mini- 
tractors  whenever  they  weren't 
busy  beating  their  hammers  on  the 


roof  top.  Mercifully,  the  project  was 
completed  by  Halloween,  only  to 
be  followed  by  Phase  II. 

Students  in  the  school  for  prac- 
tice or  to  attend  a  club  meeting 
would  frequently  spot  strangers  in- 
vading empty  classrooms  while  car- 
rying a  ladder  under  one  arm  and 
all  sorts  of  building  material  under 
the  other.  And,  of  course,  they  al- 
ways had  their  dreaded  hammers 
close  at  hand.  Classroom  windows 
were  replaced  and  most  floor-to- 
ceiling  windows  were  panelled  in. 
The  most  controversial  remodeling- 
— the  closing-in  of  the  gym  wind- 
ows was  done  over  Christmas  vaca- 
tion even  after  600  students,  teach- 
ers, and  parents  petitioned  against 
having  them  removed. 

The  decision  to  remodel  was 
enacted  by  the  school  board  and 
Mr.  Dean.  Their  decision  was 
based  on  making  the  school  more 
fuel-efficient  to  operate.  The  funds 
came  from  a  government  loan,  un- 
der  Act   431,    which    makes   money 


available  for  schools  to  help  them 
become  more  energy-efficient. 

Teachers  and  students  also  got 
into  the  remodeling  scheme.  Mr. 
Skelton's  art  classes  painted 
another  mural,  this  time  in  the 
school  cafeteria.  The  mural,  de- 
signed by  Darren  Anderson,  was 
completed  by  December  20.  Mr. 
Claus  did  a  good  job  of  adding 
more  spirit  to  the  wrestling  room  by 
spending  several  hours  with  paint 
brush  and  ladder  prior  to  the  be- 
ginning of  the  wrestling  season.  Mr. 
Studaker  attacked  the  table  tops 
with  a  vengeance  and  did  a  nice 
job  of  improving  his  classroom's 
image.  And  let's  not  forget  that  all 
of  the  main  offices  were  changed 
around  just  before  the  first  day  of 
school. 

Changes  in  the  personnel  at  Hill- 
McCloy,  when  combined  with  all 
of  the  revisions  on  the  building  it- 
self, certainly  made  '84-'85  a  "year 
of  change".

Subjects  such 
as  Office  Occupations,  Health  Care 
Services,  Auto  Machines,  Commer- 
cial Art  and  Floriculture  are  just  a 
few  of  the  courses  offered. 

Skill  Center  gives  the  students  a 
chance  to  gain  more  knowledge  in 
their  career  interests  and,  if  they 
complete  their  full  courses  success- 
fully, they  could  even  benefit  by 
getting  a  job  more  easily  once  out 
of  school.

Millage  Failure  Causes  Uphill  Struggle 


The  defeat  of  two  early  millage 
increase  proposals  put  anyone  con- 
nected with  Montrose  schools  on 
uncertain  footing  throughout  the 
school  year.  The  frustration  and  un- 
certainty was  evident  from  students, 
to  parents,  to  teachers  and  adminis- 
trators to  the  superintendent  and 
school  board. 

Everyone  figured  that  the  whole 
issue  of  what  was  to  be  cut  would 
be  decided  at  the  January  21  board 
meeting,  and  it  was — in  a  way. 
Three  hundred  concerned  parents, 
students  and  teachers  attended  the 
meeting  at  the  middle  school  and 
several  people  voiced  their  opinions 
before  the  board  went  to  closed- 
session. 

Although  cutbacks  were  made  in 
many  areas,  the  brunt  of  the  blow 
was  felt  in  the  area  of  academics, 
particularly  at  the  high  school.  From 
these  cuts,  three  teachers  would  be 
eliminated  as  art,  home  ec.  electron- 
ics, drafting,  metal  shop,  personal 
finance,  and  a  business  machine 
course  would  be  dropped.  (More 
than  just  three  teachers  would  be  af- 
fected, however,  as  teachers  in  fields 


to  be  cut  would  "bump"  other  teach- 
ers with  less  seniority  in  other  sub- 
jects in  order  to  remain  employed.) 
Middle  school  and  elementary 
school  library  hours  were  cut  in  half 
and  a  teacher's  aide  at  the 
elementary  as  well  as  one  from  the 
high  school  were  to  be  let  go. 
Funding  of  sports  would  be  support- 
ed by  a  "pay  to  play"  policy  as  each 
athlete  would  be  required  to  pay  a 
large  fee  in  addition  to  the  regular 
transportation  fee. 

The  community,  as  a  whole,  was 
not  greatly  affected.  The  pool  was 
not  closed  and  bus  transportation 
would  be  available  to  students  who 
live  within  IV2  miles  of  the  school. 

The  action  taken  by  the  board  was 
passed  by  a  narrow  4-3  vote  and 
seemed  to  run  contrary  to  the  views 
expressed  by  a  majority  of  those 
who  spoke  up  at  the  open  meeting 
prior  to  the  decision.  Many  members 
of  the  community  had  requested  that 
cuts  not  be  made  in  academics  and 
strong  disapproval  of  the  board's 
stance  followed  immediately. 

[ust  four  days  later,  another 
special  board  meeting  was  held  and 


again,  about  300  people  gathered  to 
voice  their  opinions.  After  a  lengthy 
and  sometimes  emotional  discussion, 
the  school  board  again  met  in 
private  and  came  out  with  a  new 
plan  of  budget-cutting.  Again  the 
new  proposal  passed  by  a  4-3  vote. 
All  academic  cuts  were  reversed. 
The  pool  would  remain  closed  and 
students  would  still  be  required  to 
"pay-to-play"  sports.  The  big  cut  was 
in  bus  transportation.  Starting  on 
FebruaPv'  4  and  running  to  April  2, 
only  students  in  grades  K-6  would 
be  offered  bus  transportation.  A 
millage  election  was  then  scheduled 
April  2,  with  the  understanding  that 
if  the  millage  failed  again,  bus  trans- 
portation would  be  completely  cut  at 
that  time.

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Alcohol  Talk  Proves 


Student  use  of  alcohol  al- 
though always  prevalent, 
seems  to  have  gained  even 
more  attention  during  this 
past  school  year. 

When  Wes  Compson  pre- 
sented his  lecture  to  a 
January  assembly,  his  topic 
hit  close  to  home  for  many 
students.  His  personal  exper- 
iences with  alcohol  abuse 
held  the  attention  and  gained 
the  interest  of  his  audience, 
sparking  the  formation  of  a 
Students  Against  Driving 
Drunk  (SADD)  chapter  here. 
SADD  began  in  1981  as  an  ex- 
periment at  a  Massachusetts 
I  high  school  and  has  since 
spread  to  over  6,000  high 
schools  throughout  the  country. 
A  recent  survey  on  student 
use  of  alcohol  would  seem  to 
I  support  the  formation  of  a 
'  SADD  organization  in  this 
area.  The  survev  indicated

that  out  of  453  Hill-McCloy 
students  polled,  379  have 
drunk  alcohol  at  one  time  or 
another — an  astounding  8A7c. 
While  a  majorit\'  of  the  stu- 
dents polled  drink  once  a 
month  or  less  (627f),  16% 
drink  once  a  week,  9%  drink 
twice  a  week.  Out  of  182  ath- 
letes, 65  7f  stay  true  to  their 
sport,  while  35 7f  break  train- 
ing rules  to  consume  alcohol. 
Nearly  half  (497f]  of  the  55 
band  members  polled  have 
drunk  in-season.  Of  the  39% 
of  the  students  that  have 
come  to  a  school  function  in- 
toxicated, a  mere  12%  have 
been  caught  by  school  offi- 
cials.

Are  Locker  Searches  Invading  Students'  Rights? 


The  rights  of  students  and  the 
authority  of  high  school  officials 
took  a  dramatic  turn  on  January  15. 
The  Supreme  Court  ruled  by  a  6-3 
vote  that  high  schools  don't  need  a 


warrant  to  search  a   student  or  his 
locker  if  there  is  "probable  cause". 

The  court  decision  came  from  a 
1980  juvenile  case  in  which  a  New 
Jersey  high  school  student  was  sus- 
pended for  smoking.  The  assistant 
principal  later  conducted  a  search 
of    the    student's    locker    without    a 


warrant  and  found  illegal  drugs. 
The  student  then  sued,  stating  that 
the  search  was  an  invasion  of  her 
constitutional  rights  to  privacy. 

The  controversial  decision  was 
applauded  by  many  who  feel  that  it 
strikes  a  good  balance  between 
student  rights  and  school  discipline, 
while  others,  including  a  majorit\- 
of  the  lawyers  polled  by  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association,  disagree  with 
the  Court's  ruling.

Ever  since  1886,  when  her  torch 
was  hfted  into  place  305  feet  above 
Liberty  Island  in  New  York  Har- 
bor, the  statue  of  "Liberty  Enlight- 
ening the  World"  has  symbolized 
America  and  welcomed  millions  of 
eager  immigrants  looking  for  riches 
in  the  "new"  world. 

The  statue  was  the  work  of  Alsa- 
tian sculptor  Fre'de'ric  Auguste  Bar- 
tholdi  and  was  intended  to  com- 
memorate both  a  centun,'  of  peace 
and  friendliness  between  France 
and  the  United  States,  and  the 
concept  of  political  freedom  shared 
by  the  two  nations.  The  book  that 
Liberty  holds  in   her  left   hand 


symbolizes  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. The  main  figure  is  at- 
tached to  an  iron  framework  de- 
signed by  Gustave  Eiffel,  builder  (if 
the  Eiffel  Tower. 

Right  now  Miss  Libertv'  has  dis- 
appeared behind  a  curtain  of  scaf- 
folding to  have  her  cracked  bronze 
dress  refurbished  and  to  strengthen 
the  inside  at  a  cost  of  $30  million 
which  was  paid  for  by  donations 
from  across  the  country.

Death  Under  the  Golden 
Arches 


July  18th  seemed  like  just 
another  day  at  McDonald's  in 
San  Ysidro,  California,  but  by 
4:00  p.m.  it  became  the  scene 
of  the  largest  death  toll  taken 
by  a  single  man  in  a  single 
day  in  our  nation's  history. 

James  Hubert\',  armed  with 
a  pistol,  shotgun,  rifle  and  a 
bag  of  ammunition  walked 
into  the  side  door  and  began 
shooting  anyone  who  moved, 
cried,  or  blinked.  Huberty 
continued  this  manslaughter- 
—  pausing  frequently  to 
change  the  radio  station, 
drink  sodas  and  reload  his 
gun,   until   finally  a   police 


sharpshooter  ended  his 
rampage. 

Within  less  than  an  hour 
and  a  half,  Huberty  had 
wounded  19  people  and  left 
21  people  dead.  Those  killed 
ranged  in  age  from  two  un- 
born children  to  a  74  year- 
old.  Many  of  the  victims 
were  found  slumped  over  ta- 
bles, still  clutching  their  Big 
Macs  or  Chicken  McNuggets. 

The  McDonald's  in  San 
Ysidro  has  been  torn  down 
but  for  those  who  survived 
that  afternoon,  the  memories 
won't  be  so  easilv  removed. 


Baby  Fae  Wins  America's  Heart 


Do  you  remember  when  the 
nation's  attention  turned  to  a 
tiny  baby  named  Baby  Fae? 

In  perhaps  the  most 
controversial  operation  ever 
performed,  two-week  old 
Baby  Fae's  malformed  heart 
was  replaced  by  a  baboon's 
heart  transplant  from  another 
species. 

Arguments  about  the 
medical  and  ethical  sides  of 
such  an  operation  raged  every 


day  of  the  baby's  life  and  they 
continue  even  after  her  death. 
Dr.  Bailey,  the  man  who  per- 
formed the  surgery  plans  to 
continue  more  of  these  types 
of  transplants  in  1985. 

Overshadowing  all  of  the 
controversy,  however,  was  the 
courage  and  determination  to 
live  of  a  tiny  baby  that  cap- 
tured America's  heart — Baby 
Fae.
